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The McKjnseys who are now living, as well as those who formerly lived 
in Clinton County, Boone and Mjntgomery Counties, are descendents of one 
George We McKynsey who was born in Scotland, March 26,1752--died June i, 
1840. He came to the Mnited States with his parents in the year of 1753. 

He served his country through the Revolutionary war until he was taken 
prisoner by Lord Cerhwaney s. After his release he resenlisted in the army, 
completing a total of 7 years served. At the conclusion of that war he 
settled in South Carolina. He married his first wife Sarah(maiden name 
unknown). “his was about 1784. 

By the first 7.8. Census(1790) he wasresiding in what is now Newberry 
County,°outh Carolina when his family consisted of 2 free white males 
over 16; 3 free white males under 16; and 4 white females. In 1802 he 
resided near the mouth of the Bush River about ten miles south of the 
present city of Newberry) South Carolina. 

His neighbors were Dunkards and Yuakers, but he does not seem to have 
been a member of either. His name is not recorded on the minutes of the 
Bush River(Newberry yCOo 8.Car.)or of the iam (Warren CoeOhio)monthly 
meetingse Early in 1800's ehe Quakers of Newberry county, Se Car. 
purchased a large tract of land in Warren Co., Ohio embracing the present 
town of Waynesville) @hio and most of them emigrated heree He followed thétr 
example in 1807. 

_ He married his second wife, Mary, at Whitewater ,INdiana about 1810, 
taking her back to Waynesville, ohio via horseback. They first rented land 
Northeast of the little village of Waynesville for a short time and later 
got possesion of three hundred acres Southeast of said village, improved 
it with a good substantial log house and barne 

The little Miami River joined the West line. This land was mostly a 
forest in that early day, with but few acres available for immediate 


cultivation.

Wrban and his wife lived with his father during the summer and 
4n the fall his father ,Nehemiah and her father, John Shoemaker, entered 
160 acres of land from the Goverment, paying ($1.25) one dollar and a 
quarter an acre for it.During the World War, the same land sold for ($400.00 
four hundred dollars an acre.)It was up in what Phew" ckibed Indian Reservée 

That fall when the crop was laid by, Urban went up and built 
& log house in the green woods on the new farm. In fact, that was all 
the kind of houses that were built in the country, eighty five years ago. | 
After corn husking,Urban took two loads of corn up and put in the log t 
cabin. On the first day of January,1846, they spread théir bedding on 
the corn and slept on it that first night. A big snow came during the night 
and as the cabin was neither daubed or chinked, the snow blew througiedhe 
cracks. Consequently, on awakening in the morning, they found themselves 
covered with show to a depth of six inches. This was their first experience 

_in housekeeping and I will venture to say our dear Mother never forgot 
that night's experience while she lived. 

Urban cleared about three acres of land and had ih ready to 
plant corn. He furrowed out the ground, Indiana dropped the corn and Harrison _ 
Hodgen covered it with a hoe. This was number one land,but a disease known 
+“as"milk sick" made its appearance and several of the neighbors died with 
it. On June 29th,1846, their first child was born. A son named Nabemiah 
Shoemaker, for his two grandfathers. On account of "milk sick" being so 


a 
fatal, Indiana's father moved them to a small house on his farm, one half 


mile from the house ended she was married. They rented and lived on 
different farms until in 1855, when "'rban bought what is now know as the 
Kissinger farm. He sold it in the fall of 1855 and bought what is known as 
the Betsy Spray farm and in the spring of 1856, he built a frame house 
‘with a frontand back stairway. All the woodwork wasof black walnut, which 


was very nice for those days. This was our homeeuntil in June 14th,1880, 
it was very much damaged by a cyclone and had to be rebuilt. We children

were raised on this farm, three miles southeasf of Frankfort, with nothing 
to mar our happiness until the 24th day of May,1694, when the death of our 
darling Mother occured.
